Diphtheria . 

No  cases  of  Diphtheria  occurred  during  the  year. 

Vaccination  and  Immunisat ion . 

The  immunisation  programme  against  Diphtheria  and  Tetanus  was  continued 
during  the  year,  and  included  the  annual  visit  to  schools  in  the  Knottingley 
area. 


19/  children  under  the  age  of  5  years  received  a  full  course  of  primary 
immunisation  against  Diphtheria  and  Tetanus. 

378  school  children  received  a  reinforcing  injection  against  Diphtheria 
and  197  a  reinforcing  injection  against  Tetanus. 

A  further  282  school  children  had  a  primary  course  aga.inst  Tetanus  and 
30  against  Diphtheria. 

The  percentage  of  school  children  who  have  been  immunised  against 
Diphtheria  is  68,72%  and  against  Tetanus  73c  41% 

The  annual  school  programme  for  vaccination  against  poliomyelitis  was 
also  continued,  with  86  children  receiving  a  primary  course  and  202  a 
reinforcing  dose.  The  percentage  of  school  children  in  Knottingley  protected 
against  this  disease  is  now  89.94%

INTRODUCTION 


In  this  section  is  given  a  brief  account  of  the  services  provided 
by  the  West  Riding  County  Council  as  a  whole,  under  Part  III  of  the 
National  Health  Service  Act. 

VITAL  STATISTICS „ 

Births, 

The  number  of  live  births  registered  in  the  Divisional  area  during 
1965  was  1335?  an  increase  of  9  compared  with  the  previous  year. 

The  CRUDE  BIRTH  RATE,  20.0  per  thousand  of  the  estimated  population 
compared  with  2Cc 6  for  the  previous  year,  was  veil  above  the  ^est 
Aiding  Administrative  County  rate  of  18.2  and  the  ^ngland  and  Wales 
birth  rate  of  18-0. 


Deaths, 

The  deaths  assigned  to  the  divisional  area  after  correction  for 
transfers  were  609,  a  decrease  of  37  compared  with  1964. 

The  CRUDE  DEATH  RATE  from  all  causes  was  9*2  per  1,000  cf  the 
estimated  population.  The  West  Riding  Administrative  area  is  11.6 
and  Engiand  and  Wales  11, 3 

Infant  Mortality. 

In  1963  the  deaths  of  Infants  under  one  year  of  age  numbered  28, 
a  decrease  of  6  compared  with  1964®  The  Infant  Mortality  was  21.0  as 
against  23® 3  in  the  previous  year.

MIDWIFERY  AND  MATERNITY  SERVICES . 

Demi ciliary  Midwifery. 

Cf  the  1339  notified  live  births,  435  were  delivered  by 
domiciliary  midwives,  the  private  doctors  being  present  in  68  of 
these  cases.

27,  all  of  these  being  domiciliary. 


G-as  and  Air  Analgesia, 


All  the  domiciliary  midwives  held  the  certificate  in  gas  and  air  analgesia 
administration  and  were  equipped  with  a  Trilene  Analgesia  Machine. 

Pethidine  only  was  given  in  60  cases.  Trilene  was  administered  in  53 
cases  and  with  Pethidine  in  276  cases. 

Ante-Natal  Clinics. 

There  are  two  ante-natal  clinics  in  the  Division  which  are  held  at 
Pontefract  and  Khottingley.  During  the  year  278  patients  attended.  The  total 
number  of  attendances  was  1172.  35  patients  were  examined  post-natally  during 

the  year. 


Relaxation  Classes^ 

Relaxation  classes  for  expectant  mothers  are  held  at  Pontefract  and 
feather stone  Clinics. 

‘these  have  continued  to  be  fairly  well  attended  and  the  number  of 
attendances  at  these  ^linics  during  the  j^ear  was  886.

Patients  from  this  Division  are  admitted  to  either  the  6astleford 
Maternity  Home  or  to  the  Southmoor  Maternity  Unit,  Hemsworth, 

During  the  year  accommodation  was  provided  for  all  applicants  having 
their  first  baby,  and  for  all  those  with  home  conditions  unsuitable  for  a 
domiciliary  confinement,.  Of  the  remaining  applicants  a  high  proportion 
were  allotted  beds.

There  are  County  owned  clinics  at  Pontefract,  ^eatherstone  and 
Knott ingley.  A  mobile  caravan  type  clinic  visits  the  Parishes  of  Whitley 
Bridge,  Womers.ley,  Lgy borough,  Brotherton,  Kellington,  heck,  Hensall,  Monk 
Pryston  and  Pairburn  in  the  Osgoldcross  ltural  ^ist ricr,  at  fortnightly 
intervals. 

During  1965^  2, 766  children  attended  at  clinics  and  they  made  22,449 
attendances.

Medical  Inspections. 

The  periodic  medical  examination  of  the  four  age  groups  i.e.  the 
entrants  (3  years  +),  second  age  group  (7  years  +-),  intermediate  years 
(10  years  +)  and  leavers  (14  years+)  continued  throughout  the  year  at 
49  schools  .in  the  Division. 

Re-examinations  of  children  who,  at  previous  periodic  or  special 
examinations  had  been  found  to  have  defects,  were  made  at  each  school 
medical  inspection.  During  the  year  3702  periodic  inspections  were 
carried  out.

All  pupils  at  routine  medical  inspections  are  classified  as  to 
their  general  condition  at  the  time  of  examination  and  99 were 
classified  as  satisfactory  and  only  .  22^0 as  unsatisfactory. 

Uncleanliness ,, 

during  the  year  health  visitors  and  school  nurses  made  30.»430 
examinations  of  children  in  schools.  Of  these  724  individual  children 
were  found  to  be  infested. 


SPECIAL  CLINICS . 

Ophthalmic  Clinics. 

Dr.  4,K.  Prasher  holds  weekly  clinics  at  the  Central  Clinic, 
Pontefract.  During  the  year  1,862  children  were  examined.  Of  these 
792  were  prescribed  glasses. 

Ear,  No se _ and  Thr oat  Clinics. 

Mr.  K. M.  Mayall  holds  fortnightly  sessions  at  the  Central  Clinic, 
Pontefract,  f  or  children  from  this  Division.  During  the  year  Mr.  Mayall 
held  34  sessions  and  saw  183  children.  In  all,  the  children  made  321 
attendances. 


Orthopaedic  Clinics. 

Mr.  P..  W.  L.  Calderwood,  Orthopaedic  Surgeon,  holds  a  monthly 
clinic  at  the  Central  Clinic,  Pontefract,  and  during  the  year  10 
sessions  were  held.  OS  children  were  seen  at  these  clinics  and  the 
total  number  of  attendances  made  was  122. 

Child  G-uidanc-e  Treatment. 

A  Child  Guidance  Clinic  is  held  weekly  at  the  Central  Clinic, 
Pontefract.  Children  from  surrounding  Divisional  areas  attended  here 
in  addition  to  our  own.  Dr.  K.  Maxwell  held  consultant  sessions. 

Mr.  D,G-„  Pickles,  Clinic  Psychologist,  and  Mrs.  P.Y.  Harris, 
Psychiad .0.  Social  Worker,  continued  to  do  much  good  work  at  the  Clinic. 


Speech  Therapy. 

Mrs.  N.  Hepworth,  Speech  Therapist,  held  clinics  on  two  hald-days 
each  week  at  Pontefract  Central  Clinic.  In  addition  she  has  one  session 
each  weax  at  the  Castle  -ay  E.  S.H.  School  and  at  the  Knott ingley  Clinic. 
During  the  year  160  sessions  were  held  and  103  children  were  treated. 


The  regular  medica,l  examination  of  handicapped  children  continued 
during  the  year  and  where  necessary,  recommendations  were  made  for 
placement  in  special  schools. 


Medical  Examination  of  Teachers 
and  Sntr a to  Training  College. 

It  is  the  duty  of  the  School  Medical  Officer  to  examine  Candidates 
applying  for  entry  to  Training  Colleges  for  the  purpose  of  satisfying 
the  college  Authorities  of  their  fitness  to  follow  a  course  of  teacher 
training.  During  the  year  44-  candidates  were  examined  and  where 
necessary,  x-ray  examinations  arranged. 

In  the  case  of  entrants  to  the  teaching  profession,  11  examinations 
were  made. 

Vaccination  against  Poliomyelitis.

3.C.G-.  Vaccination  against  Tuberculosis. 


Vaccination  against  Tuberculosis  is  offered  for  the  first  time  to 
all  children  in  the  year  of  their  13th  birthday.  With  the  consent  of  the 
parents,  a  test  is  performed  to  see  if  the  child  has  already  encountered 
the  gem  of  Tuberculosis.  If  it  has  done  so,  no  further  action  is  taken, 
as  it  is  assumed  that  the  child  is  acquiring  a  natural  immunity.  If, 
however,  the  tost  indicates  that  the  child  has  not  encountered  tubercle 
bacillus j  then  vaccination  is  carried  out. 

The  age  of  13  years  has  been  chosen  because  at  this  age  the  natural 
resistance  to  the  disease  tends  to  drop  and  it  is  hoped  to  confer  protection 
during  the  years  of  increased  risk. 

In  addition,  vaccination  is  offered  each  year  to  those  pupils  over 
the  age  of  13  years,  who  have  previously  been  absent  or  whose  parents  have 
not  consented.  Each  child  has  therefore,  a  continuing  opportunity  to  be 
vaccinated  before  leaving  school.

The  reduction  in  the  work  carried  cut  by  the  Home  Nurses  corresponds 
with  the  national  picture.  It  is  partly  attributable  to  a  change-over 
from  drugs  given  by  injection  to  newer  drugs  given  by  mouth. 


CHIROPODY  SERVICE. 


A  free  Chiropody  service  is  provided  for  the  following  categories

(e)  Mental  Defective. 

(f;  A  child  not  over  compulsory 

school  age. 

Before  a  Home  Help  can  be  provided,  a  form  of  application  must  be 
signed  by  the  head  of  the  household  on  which  he  undent akes  either  to  pay 
the  whole  cost  of  the  service  or  to  give  a  statement  of  his  income  and  agree 
to  pay  the  assessed  charge  according  to  the  County  Council  scheme. 

Under  no  circumstances  can  a  Home  Help  be  used  a.s  a  sitter-in  and  the 
amount  of  assistance  which  a  patient  is  granted  is  related  strictly  to  the 
amount  of  domestic  work  which  is  required  to  be  done.

In  1963,  43  examinations  were  made  of  staff  in  connection  with 
superannuation. 


(j) 


Vaccination  and  Immunisation  in  Schools. 


In  1962  the  school  immunisation  programme  was  extended  to  include 
protection  against  Tetanus.  There  has  been  growing  emphasis  for  this  in 
recent  years  and  it  can  now  be  administered  in  a  combined  form  with 
Diphtheria. 

By  the  end  of  1965  out  of  a  school  population  of  10 .,820  children, 

9.687  had  received  protection  against  Diphtheria  representing  89c 52/6  of  the 
population,  whilst  in  the  four  years  that  Tetanus  protection  has  been 
available  7/469  (69.02^)  children  have  been  immunised  against  tetanus. 

Vaccination  against  poliomyelitis  was  also  introduced  into  the  school 
programme  in  3-964  in  order  to  improve  the  immunity  rate.  9, 799  school 
children  are  now  protected  against  this  disease,  representing  90.56^  of 
the  school  population. 

The  ready  co-operation  of  the  headteachers  is  very  much  appreciated 
in  these  schemes,  the  success  of  which  is  shown  in  the  high  immunity  rates 
achieved  amongst  school  children. 

Vaccination  against  Smallpox. 

During  1965  341  primary  vaccinations  against  Smallpox  were  carried 

out. 

The  Child  Neglected  in  its  Own  Home. 

Quarterly  meetings  of  the  Co-ordinating  Committee  for  the  care  of  the 
child  neglected  in  its  own  home  were  held. 

These  meetings  attended  by  representatives  of  the  Health,  Welfare, 
Education  and  Childrens  Departments  of  the  bounty  Council,  the  Health  and 
Housing  Departments  of  the  Comity  District  Councils,  together  with  the 
Probation  Officer,  N. S.P.C.C.  Inspector  and  National  Assistance  Board 
Officer,  7/ere  helpful  in  providing  an  interchange  of  information  and  a 
co-ordinated  approach  to  the  individual  case.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council 


Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

This  Annual  Report,  the  eleventh  I  have  submitted  to  your  Council, 
will  contain  few,  if  any,  surprises.  It*s  format  remains  basically  the 
same,  the  information,  with  certain  exceptions,  varies  but  little  year  by 
year  and  we  can  only  use  certain  words  to  express  our  feelings. 

These  words  are  often  inadequate  whether  used  in  praise  or 
condemnation  but  one  must  be  careful  not  to  be  too  fulsome  nor  too  biting 
for  that  way  lies  disaster,  if  not  legal  proceedings.  This  method, 
unfortunately,  smooths  out  the  crests  and  troughs  of  a  years  living,  for 
Public  Health  is  not  a  job  of  work,  it  is  a  way  of  life,  and  life  is  never, 
whether  on  the  public  or  the  personal  plane,  as  smooth,  as  calm,  as 
featureless  as  Reports  would  have  you  believe. 

The  year  under  review,  unlike  the  fabled  March,  came  in  like  a  lion 
and  went  out  like  a  lion.  In  between  these  two  extremes  were  periods  of 
leonine  squall  and  pastoral  peace.  The  Department  plodded  on  searching 
for  the  Utopia  we  know  will  exist  when  man  is  no  longer  set  against  man, 
nor  beast  against  beast. 

A  study  of  the  Report  will  indicate  some,  at  least,  of  our  peaks 
and  our  troughs.  This  year  has  seen  our  first  attempts  to  enforce  the 
Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  1963.  Much  time  has  been  spent 
on  Clean  Air  although  conversion  works  have  not  yet  been  re-started  on  our 
latest  Smoke  Control  Area. 

Gipsies  have  been  a  small  but  niggling  thorn  in  our  side,  happily 
they  were  moved  by  Court  Order  towards  the  end  of  the  year. 

A  new  Cesspool/Gully  Emptier  replaced  the  aging  and  rather  crotchety 
machine  which  gave  yeoman  service  to  this  township  and  which  is,  I  believe 
in  an  attenuated  form,  still  useful. 

Lastly  of  course,  after  grave  matters  had  been  debated,  we  settled 
in  our  new  offices. 

Despite  clerical  difficulties  we  have  made  a  start  on  works  and 
records  that  were  previously  little  but  dreams  and  when  our  clerical 
establishment  is  filled  we  should  be  able  to  expand  the  range  of  our  work 
considerably  more. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  my  Chairman,  Councillor  P.H.  Furniss,  and  to 
members  and  colleagues  who  have  supported  and  helped  guide  our  efforts 
during  1965.

WATER  SUPPLIES 


The  water  supply  for  the  Urban  District  is  purchased  from  the 
Pontefract,  Goole  and  Selby  Water  Board  of  which  we  are  constituent 
members. 


The  three  bore-holes  which  extract  water  from  water  bearing 
limestone  now  have  difficulty  in  supplying  present  demands  and  as  the 
area  served  by  the  Board  develops  so  plans  are  being  made  to  increase 
extraction. 

Despite  modifications  to  the  trunk  mains  made  during  past  years 
to  improve  supplies  in  certain  high  parts  of  the  Urban  District, 
complaints  are  still  being  received  from  consumers  concerning  shortages 
at  certain  times. 

A  copy  of  the  Public  Analyst's  Report  on  samples  of  the  three 
supplies  which  together  make  up  our  mains  water  is  appended  below. 

All  houses  in  the  District  are  now  connected  to  the  Public 

Supply.

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SANITARY  ACCOMODATION 


It  is  estimated  that  there  are  now  4*041  occupied  dwellings  in 
the  district  and  only  2  of  these  do  not  have  the  water  carriage  system 
of  sewage  disposal,  28  houses  are  served  by  cesspools  and  these  are 
>  all  in  areas  not  yet  sewered. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 


Supplies  of  disinfectant  are  available  at  the  Public  Health 
Department  as  and  when  required.  Disinfection  is  carried  out  as 
necessary. 


INSECT  INFESTATION 


Owing  to  the  generally  poor  summer  insect  pest  complaints  did 
not  reach  the  totals  of  1964,  Despite  this  the  operator  was  kept 
busy  dealing  with  complaints,  inspecting  adjoining  properties  and 
carrying  out  the  necessary  treatments. 

I  feel  that  the  reduction  in  re-infestation  over  last  years 
figures  suggests  that  the  technique  of  disinfestation  matters  as  much 
as  the  insecticide.  Last  years  figures  showed  re-infestations  to  be 
over  100/o  higher  than  in  1965*  but  since  then  the  operator  has  gained 
considerable  experience  in  the  most  effective  and  economical  means  of 
disinfestation. 

The  figures  below  show  treatments  carried  out  and,  as  we  survey 
a  few  houses  either  side  of  a  complainant  prior  to  treatment,  they  do 
not  necessarily  correspond  with  the  number  of  complaints  received.

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COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES 


There  are  no  Common  Lodging  Houses  within  the  Urban  District. 


MOVEABLE  DUELLINGS 


There  is  only  one  licensed  caravan  site  in  the  district.  It  is 
licensed  for  45  caravans  and  has  showers,  baths,  W.C.’s  and  a  laundry. 

It  is  situated  on  the  N.W.  edge  of  the  township  of  Ferrybridge 
and  is  shielded  from  the  nearby  road  and  generating  stations  by  a  belt 
of  mature  woodland. 

Tlie  majority  of  the  caravan  dwellers  work  on  the  construction  of 
either  the  A.l  Ferrybridge  by-pass  or  the  Ferrybridge  1 C'  generating 
station  and  we  expect  to  see  the  numbers  reduce  considerably  as  these 
projects  run  down. 


SCRAP  METAL  DEALERS 


We  now  have  6  Scrap  Metal  Dealers  registered  under  the  Scrap 
Metal  Dealers  net,  1964  but  of  these  only  one  is  in  a  large  way  of 
business  and  there  is  therefore  only  one  scrap  yard  of  consequence  in 
the  district. 

Two  of  the  registrations  are  in  respect  of  residence  only. 


DISPOSAL  OF  OLD  MOTOR  VEHICLES 


We  had  none  of  the  problems  caused  by  abandoned  cars  until  quite 
late  in  the  year  when  it  became  necessary  to  initiate  action  to  remove 
a  few  vehicles  scattered  throughout  the  district.  In  the  main  we  have 
been  successful  although  at  the  time  of  writing  one  distorted  heap  of 
metal,  which  had  once  been  a  car,  still  reposes  ungracefully  where  its 
owner  left  it. 


RODENT  CONTROL 


The  interesting  thing,  I  think,  about  this  years  figures  is  the 
increase  in  inspections  made  and  therefore  infestations  found  in  private 
houses  during  inspections  for  other  purposes. 

These  stem  from  visits  made  in  connection  with  Infectious  Diseases, 
Keeping  of  Animals,  Problem  Families  and  the  like.  Our  attention  is  drawn 
to  the  possibility  of  rodent  infestation  -  often  with  drama  -  and  it 
occasionally  crosses  our  minds,  nasty  suspicious  people  that  we  are,  that 
an  attempt  is  being  made  to  sidetrack  and  consign  to  oblivion  the  true 
purpose  of  our  visit. 

Be  that  as  it  may,  the  figures  show  some  40&  of  these  cases  to  be 
infested.  This  looks  a  very  significant  fact  but  its  effect  is  to  a  large 


-  6  - 


extent  nullified  when  one  considers  the  type  and  living  conditions  of 
many  of  these  people. 

The  big  trouble,  of  course,  is  that  if  one  tenant  keeps  pigeons, 
poultry,  rabbits  etc.  in  such  a  condition  as  to  attract  the  rodentiae 
his  neighbours  also  suffer.  Re-infestation  where  such  conditions  exist 
is  virtually  certain  and  we  often  cannot  secure  the  lasting  environmental 
improvements  which  would  almost  certainly  prevent  the  re-infestation. 

We  ended  the  year  by  acting  as  a  particularly  grim  sort  of  Santa 
Claus  to  a  very  large  reservoir  of  rats  -  an  operation  we  shared  jointly 
with  two  adjoining  authorities  with  infestations  on  the  adjoining  land. 
After  gorging  on  the  Christmas  Fare  we  so  kindly  provided  an  immediate 
reduction  in  numbers  was  noticed  and  the  area  of  treatment  is  now  being 
widened  to  cover  residential  areas  into  which  the  overcrowded  rats  had 
moved. 


Our  sewers  are  still  relatively  clear  of  infestation  and  we  do  trial 
baitings  twice  a  year  with  permanent  baiting  in  one  or  two  old,  flat 
sewer  runs.

HOUSING 


NSW  HOUSING 


As  one  could  only  expect  after  such  an  overwhelming  programme  in 
1964,  the  figures  for  1965  show  a  drop  in  the  number  of  houses  completed 
in  the  Urban  District*  There  were,  however,  still  well  over  100  dwellings 
completed,  the  majority  by  the  Local  Authority,  Over  the  last  two  years 
the  Knottingley  Urban  District  Council  and  private  developers  have  added 
10%  to  the  number  of  dwellings  in  the  town.  This  is  a  magnificent  record 
for  any  area  and  represents  a  large  capital  investment  in  the  comfort  and 
happiness  of  its  people. 

Stringent  financial  measures  taken  for  the  economic  good  of  the 
nation  have  tended  to  reduce  the  availability  of  new  housing  by  reducing 
mortgage  facilities  and  forcing  Housing  Authorities  to  pay  higher  interest 
rates  for  their  money.  This  inevitably  increases  rents  or  demands  higher 
central  and  local  subsidies  to  reduce  the  burden  on  the  tenant.  These 
latter  cause  increased  rate  and  taxation  burdens  and  Local  Housing  and 
Finance  Committees,  with  their  advisers,  are,  one  feels,  rather  between 
the  devil  and  the  deep  blue  sea. 

We  all  look  forward  in  anticipation  of  better  and  easier  times  but 
sheer  optimism  of  itself,  is  useless.  Difficult  decisions  have  had  to  be 
taken  but  I  feel  that  1966  may  see  at  least  some  early  moves  to  provide  a 
sound  financial  backing  for  that  crying  need  of  our  times,  houses  to  let 
at  rents  we  can  afford.

SLUM  CLEARANCE 


The  major  part  of  our  Slum  Clearance  programme  was  carried  through 
some  years  ago  and  we  are  now  quietly  ticking  over,  picking  out  houses  as 
they  age  and  decay.  This  process  will  never  cease  of  course  and  so  the 

ultimate  aim  of  no  slums  -  in  the  true  sense  of  houses  below  the  presently 

accepted  standards  of  amenity  -  can  therefore  probably  never  be  achieved. 

Now  that  we  have  offices  and  the  prospect  of  staff  it  might  pay  to 
indulge  in  a  few  thoughts  on  what  might  be  in  the  field  of  Housing. 

A  survey  to  show  which  houses  are  below  standard  is  now  urgently 
needed.  With  this  infoimation  we  might  even  talk  owners  into  modernisation 

schemes,  thereby  obviating  the  need  for  some  at  least  of  the  new  houses 

we  must  build. 

Our  hands  and  eyes  would  fall  more  easily  and  perhaps  to  some,  more 
consistently  upon  the  poorer  houses  in  the  district. 

Information  for  Committees  would  be  readily  and  accurately  available 
and  long  term  planning  could  be  a  reality  and  not  a  delusion. 

Last  but  not  least  we  could  measure  our  successes  against  our 
failures  and  have  a  means  of  assessing  how  best  we  should  act  to  secure 
the  best  and  most  lasting  results  for  the  majority.

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SLAUGHTERHOUSES 


There  is  no  change  in  the  number  of  slaughterhouses  licenced  in 
the  district  but,  owing  to  the  general  shortage  of  all  round  butchers 
and  slaughtermen,  one  slaughterhouse  has  been  used  only  very,  very 
infrequently  during  the  year. 

Two  others  continue  to  supply  the  slaughtering  needs  of  the  two 
local  butchers  who  own  them  and  their  output  has  risen  slightly  as  the 
town  has  grown. 

The  one  horse  slaughterhouse  in  the  district  appears  to  be  dealing 
with  slightly  fewer  animals  over  the  year.  The  majority  of  this  horse 
beef  is  exported  to  Belgium  under  a  Certificate  of  Fitness  for  Human 
Consumption  signed  by  myself  only. 

The  slaughterhouse  and  the  person  signing  the  Certificate  are 
approved  by  the  Belgian  Government  and  check  visits  are  made  at  intervals 
by  their  staff. 

Ministry  Inspectors  visit  all  slaughterhouses  at  least  once  or 
twice  a  year  in  company  with  myself  and  so  far  they  have  been  reasonably 
satisfied  with  the  conditions  obtaining. 


MEAT  INSPECTION 


There  has  been  no  significant  change  in  the 
slaughtered  for  human  consumption  in  the  district, 
slaughtered  are  slightly  up  on  last  year  but  there 
in  the  other  food  animals  killed.

One  butcher  who  previously  slaughtered  pigs  now  buys  his  pork  off 
the  hook  whcih  accounts  for  rather  more  pigs  than  the  number  by  which  we 
fall  short  of  last  years  figures.  This  shows  that  the  other  butchers  are 
killing  slightly  more  pigs  than  last  year. 


This  could  mean  that  we  are  eating  rather  more  beef  and  pork  than 
mutton  and  lamb  but  the  figures  are  so  small  in  comparison  with  national 
figures  that  we  cannot  particularise  to  any  great  extent. 

Evening  and  week-end  slaughtering  is  still  talcing  place  in  the 
district  and  a  certain  amount  of  unpaid  overtime  is  therefore  still  being 
done.

POOD  HAWKERS 


All  food  hawkers  in  the  Urban  District  are  registered  under  the  West 
Riding  County  Council  (General  Powers)  Act,  1951  Section  76. 

Before  registration  all  vehicles  must  have  a  self  contained  hot  water 
supply,  a  sink,  soap  and  towel. 

25  hawkers  have  now  been  registered  of  which  4  have  been  registered  to 
trade  in  vegetables  only. 

All  hawkers  have  been  inspected  at  least  once  and  a  number  of  warnings 
have  been  issued  where  the  vehicles,  for  one  reason  or  another,  were  not 
fully  equpped  at  the  time  of  inspection.

FOOD  HYGIENIC  REGULATIONS 


Slowly  but  surely  Knottingley  is  lifting  itself  out  of  the  dark 
(hygiene-wise)  ages  and  approaching  the  60* s  and  70* s  of  this  century  with 
regard  to  it's  shopping  facilities. 

All  the  new  shops  in  Ferrybridge  Square  are  now  let  and  very  bright 
and  cheerful  they  look  too.  New  shops  are  taking  shape  on  our  latest 
housing  estates  and  a  few  more  of  the  older  shops  have  either  closed  or  been 
completely  refurbished  and  revitalised. 

Minor  improvements  are  continually  being  effected  and  the  Offices, 

Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act  is  proving  to  be  very  useful  in  helping  us 
insist  on  amenities  for  the  staff.  This  in  itself  encourages  the  staff  to 
adopt  a  good  attitude  towards  hygiene  and  towards  their  responsibilities  to 
both  the  public  and  their  employers. 

No  major  infringements  were  found  during  the  year,  the  main  discrepancies 
being  lack  of  towels,  no  hot  water  "as  it  is  too  warm  to  light  the  fire"  and 
lack  of  recent  cleaning  or  decorating  of  walls.  Each  of  these  cases  was 
rewarded  with  a  lecture,  a  letter  and  a  look  in  later.  Few,  if  any,  second 
offenders  were  found  during  the  year. 

Progress,  as  I  have  said  is  slow,  as  unfortunately  the  economics  of 
cleanliness  and  hygiene  are  not  immediately  favourable  even  though  they  pay 
in  the  long  run.  Nevertheless  I  do  feel  that  more  traders  are  seeing  things 
our  way  and  that  thetempo  of  change  is  perceptibly  increasing.

Further  progress  has  been  made  on  improvements  to  licensed  premises 
and  I  can  now  safely  retrat  my  statement  of  some  years  ago  by  setting  out 
my  satisfaction  at  the  way  the  owners  have  kept  their  promises  to  modernise 
their  premises.  With  a  few  exceptions  -  most  of  which  are  in  the  planning 
stages  for  remodelling  -  the  premises  in  the  town  might  serve  as  models  for 
other  districts  to  copy.

REFUSE  COLLECTION 


At  tlie  end  of  1965  our  refuse  collection  teams  were  emptying  4*665 
dustbins  weekly.  We  have  two  16/18  cubic  yard,  fore  and  aft  tipping, 
Shelvoke  and  Drewry  Freighters  for  collection  and  a  Wetherill  12H  Loading 
Shovel  for  tip  control. 

Each  loader  empties  practically  600  bins  per  week  at  the  rate  of 
almost  15  bins  per  hour.  This  production  rate  is  comparable  with  and  even 
better  than  many  other  Local  Authorities  are  getting  from  their  teams* 

The  bin  bonus  incentive  scheme  no  doubt  helps  considerably  in  this  respect. 

A  weekly  collection  is  obtained  in  all  weathers  and  the  only  times 
when  this  is  extended  is  at  Bank  Holiday  periods  when  the  collection  slips 
back  by  the  number  of  days  which  have  been  allowed  as  Holiday.  The  crews 
themselves  like  to  stick  to  the  same  collection  day  for  each  area  and  pull 
out  that  little  extra  in  order  to  return  to  their  normal  round  as  quickly 
as  possible.  This  rarely  takes  more  than  two  or  three  weeks  at  worst. 

The  Wetherill  handles  the  tip  very  well  and  we  achieve  extremely 
good  compaction,  better  than  with  a  tracked  vehicle,  owing  to  the  greater 
footprint  pressure  exerted  by  the  wheeled  vehicle. 

Owing  to  the  large  amount  of  paper  and  vegetable  matter  as  compared 
with  ashes  tip  control  has  become  a  greater  problem  than  ever  before.  In 
bad  weather  the  refuse  is  blown  about  and  in  good  weather  it  bums  all  too 
easily  if  ignited  by  "totters".  This  means  that  the  Wetherill  must  be  on 
the  tip  every  day  nowadays  and  the  time  has  come  for  the  Committee  to 
consider,  as  they  are  now  doing,  increasing  our  establishment  of  drivers 
to  cope  with  this  increased  requirement.  1966  will  no  doubt  see  this 
matter  resolved  satisfactorily. 

Covering  material,  even  though  not  of  the  best  and  most  easily 
spread  variety,  is  still  available  from  time  to  time,  although  not  as  often 
as  we  should  like,  so  we  still  manage  to  keep  a  respectably  tidy  and  rodent 
free  tipping  area. 

Negotiations  should  be  re-started  at  the  earliest  possible  moment 
to  provide  for  future  tipping  space  or  we  may  find  ourselves  embarassed 
within  a  matter  of  a  year  or  two,  which,  in  a  district  as  well  supplied 
with  quarries  as  we  are,  would  be  embarrassment  indeed. 


CESSPOOL  AND  GULLY  EMPTYING 


The  750  gallon  Cesspool/Gully  emptier  purchased  during  1953  was 
finally  retired  during  the  year  under  review.  It  had  given  long  and 
satisfactory  service  but,  like  all  things  mechanical,  was  definitely 
deteriorating  during  the  latter  two  years  of  it*  s  life.  Too  much  time  was 
being  spent  on  keeping  the  vehicle  roadworthy  and  this,  of  course,  increased 
the  difficulties  of  the  crew. 

We  have  now  taken  delivery  of  an  1100  gallon  Cesspool/Gully 
emptier  and  although  we  had  a  fow  teething  troubles  during  its  first  two 
or  three  months  of  operation,  it  is  now  running  and  operating  smoothly, 
much  to  the  delight  of  everyone  concerned. 

The  sewer  crossing  the  A.l  was  finally  reconnected  at  the  latter  end 
of  the  year.  The  cesspool  provided  in  lieu  of  the  sewer  is  now  filled  in 
and  out  of  use  and  this  has  lifted  a  great  weight  from  our  shoulders  as  it 
means  the  vehicle  and  its  crew  have  been  released  for  other  duties  to  the 
extent  of  a  full  day  each  week. 
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CESSPOOL  AND  GULLY  EMPTYING  (Continued) 


This  full  day  referred  to  is  now  being  used  to  keep  our  road  gullies 
clean,  much  to  the  delight  of  some,  at  least,  of  the  residents  of  the 
district  who  no  longer  fear  road  and  footpath  flooding  in  times  of  storm* 
Unfortunately  owing  to  the  minimal  amount  of  cleansing  which  has  been 
possible  during  the  past  eighteen  months  the  initial  cleansing  of  all  the 
gullies  for  which  we  are  responsible  has  turned  out  to  be  a  laborious  and 
protracted  business.  Results  are  being  achieved  however  and  by  the  time 
this  report  is  in  your  hands  regular  cleansing  should  have  been  achieved.

DOMESTIC  SMOKE  CONTROL 


Once  again  the  general  economic  state  of  the  country  has  intervened 
in  a  field  apparently  remote  from  international  finance  and  has  slowed 
down  social  progress. 

> 

Work  on  the  first  half  of  the  Ferrybridge  Hill  Smoke  Control  Area 

was  just  about  completed  when  the  effects  of  the  increased  Bank  Hate  and 

the  Credit  Squeeze  made  themselves  felt.  As  a  result  of  the  need  for 
economy  generally,  and  particularly  in  view  of  the  extra  interest  charges 
which  would  have  to  be  paid,  the  Local  Authority  felt  it  incumbent  upon 
themselves  to  complete  the  first  half  of  this  programme  and  ask  the 
Minister  for  a  twelve  months  extension  on  the  operative  date  in  the  hope 
that  a  more  propitious  financial  climate  might  prevail  within  that  period. 

Unfortunately  to  date  this  has  not  arrived  and  work  has  not, 
therefore,  been  restarted. 

The  conflicting  views  of  the  various  Fuel  producing  bodies  and  of 
the  Ministries  concerned  have  not  helped  the  case  of  those  of  us  who 

believe  in  our  cause  and  have  given  great  encouragement  to  those  who,  for 

one  reason  or  another  actively  or  passively  oppose  and  obstruct  this 
great  programme  of  Social  Environmental  Medicine. 

Despite  the  obstructions  and  pitfalls  placed  in  our  path  my  Council 
have,  nonetheless,  continued  to  pursue  their  avowed  policy  that  all  new 
Council  property  shall  be  smokeless  and  subject  to  a  condition  of  tenancy 
that  only  authorised  fuels  shall  be  used  in  such  premises. 

This  year  93  dwellings  and  twelve  shops  have  fallen  into  this 
category  and  form  a  useful  addition  to  the  Smoke  Control  programme. 

Private  conversions  on  the  Ferrybridge  Hill  Smoke  Control  Area  are 
slowly  being  completed  and  a  fair  amount  of  local  propaganda  for  Clean 
Air  is  being  promulgated. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  we  had  troubles  over  the  supply  of  smokeless 
fuels  and  at  a  meeting  convened  by  the  Local  Authority  the  producers  and 
the  retailers  placed  the  blame  fairly  and  squarely  where  it  belonged  - 
each  on  the  others’  shoulders.  Blame  apart,  the  meeting  apparently  did 
some  good  and  after  a  few  brickbats  had  been  rather  indiscriminately 
thrown  about,  both  sides  agreed  to  co-operate  using  the  Health  Department 
as  a  sort  of  Liaison/Welfare  Office.  Little  or  no  trouble  has  been 
experienced  since.  I  like  to  feel  that  this  was  not  sheer  coincidence.

INDUSTRIAL  SMOKE  CONTROL 


Onee  again  the  story  of  a  year  of  plodding,  patient  work,  of  30 
minute  Smoke  Observations,  visits,  advice,  disgruntled  owners  and 
dispassionately  efficient  salesmen  of  this  or  that  panacea  for  whatever 
is  the  ruling  irritation  of  the  moment.  Strange  to  say  the  patient 
plodding  gets  results  and  the  dispassionate  efficiency  becomes  passionate 
disappointment. 

This  year  has  seen  the  introduction  of  more  new  solid  and  oil 
fired  furnaces  -  all  with  Prior  Approval,  which  has  become,  at  least 
locally,  as  important  as  Planning  Permission  is  to  prospective  builders. 

Plans  have  been  laid  and  are  now  on  their  way  to  fruition  for  the 
abolition  of  our  last  producer-gas  plants  -  what  a  pleasure  to  see  the 
end  of  those  noxious  twins  the  regenerative  heat  exchanger  and  the  week¬ 
end  "burn  out". 


The  new  stack  at  Ferrybridge  is  completed  and  three  furnaces  now 
feed  into  it.  The  remaining  three  will  be  connected  in  Spring  and  Summer, 
1966,  but  the  improvement  in  the  local  low  level  atmosphere  is  already 
noticeable. 

Despite  some  discouragement  we  pressed  on  with  our  investigations 
into  the  "splash"  pollution  mentioned  last  year  and  lol  -  it  was  pollen. 
How  pollen  in  that  quantity  and  of  the  types  identified  came  to  be 
deposited  in  such  a  limited  area  is  likely  to  remain  one  of  our  unsolved 
pollution  mysteries. 

In  all  a  satisfying  year  in  the  Industrial  field,  our  figures  for 
plant  converted  will  never  reach  national  record  levels  but  the  odds 
are  that  few  industrial  areas  now  have  a  higher  percentage  of  converted 
plant  and  even  fewer  have  less  real  "nuisance"  plants  than  we  now  have.

We  are,  nonetheless  visiting  these  premises  and  acquainting  them 
with  the  provisions  of  the  Act  and  most  people  are  willing  to  co-operate* 

Fortunately  we  are  spared  the  real  horror  of  "slum"  offices  which 
are  a  feature  of  certain  old,  larger  industrial  towns  and  to  date  the 
degree  of  non-compliance  with  the  Regulations  is  not  considered  to  be  of 
significant  proportions.
